REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN, 


In presenting to the citizens of Milford our annual re- 
port we are lea to believe that there are several matters 
of importance that cannot be properly shown by pages of 
statistical matter, and we take this method to give to 
you some account of our stewardship, to the end that all 
may know how their public affairs are conducted, and 
thus be enabled to discharge thei duties as good citizens 
in an intelligent manner 

The spirit of economy manifest at our last annual . 

meeting has been with us during the year now closing, 
and we have endeavored to so adininister the affairs of 
the town that none of the taxpayers’ money should be 
unnecessarily taken from the treasury, and to this end we 
inaugurated a reform in the manner in which heretofore 
many town charges were paid. 
Pity compliance with the law of the state, no money has 
been allowed to: be taken from the town funds except 
upon the order of the selectmen. Obedience to this law 
enables them to know at all: times the condition of the 
treasury and relieves the treasurer of much care. 


TAXATION AND EXPENDITURES. 


The question of taxation and the expenditure of the 
money thus raised is of vital importance to any commu- 
nity, and especially so during times of business depres- 
sion like that through whic hr we are now passing. ‘That 
all may have at hand the facts re ating to our debt and 
rate of taxation for the past thirty years we append a 
table showing these facts. © lompared with the past our 
present tax rate is high, but at the same time we should 
consider what we have for it. We have been to large 
expense for a water system, the equal of any other, and 
one that will soon pay a revenue over all charges, and we 
have a large modern school building that is an honor to 
the town, and compared with other towns with like faeil- 
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ities the rate compares favorably. You will notice by the 
table how the large war and town house debt was gradu- 
ally wiped out, and we have reason to believe that if the 
town will make no extravagant appropriations for the 
coming years that the reduction in the tax rate the pres- 
ent year as well as the reduced debt may be continued 
until we are again out of debt. 

“It will be well to always keep in mind the fact that the 
tax rate is made in town meeting and not in the office of 
the assessors. 


TOWN AND COUNTY POOR. 


Statistics Show that our town has been fortunate for 
several years in the amount we have had to pay for the 
maintenance of our dependent poor, but the past year has 
been an exception to the general rule, and, although we 
have endeavored to restrict the expenditures to the small- 
est amount, the total amount paid is large. One case 
alone that we could not avoid taking nearly the entire 
appropriation, although it should be said a part of this 
expense Was incurred during the previous year. 

HIGHWAYS. : ) 

Owing to the present financial condition of the town 
and the fact that there are alread several streets laid out 
and not built we have thought best to decline to lay out 
any hew ones the past year, although under different 
conditions those asked for might with justice be gianted. 

In connection with the road agent we carefully consid- 
ered the question of the expenditure of the proportion of 
the highway tax set apart for permanent roads, and came 
to the conclusion that the amount was so small that it 
would not make even a beginning towards the desired 
end, and we decided that the vote of tiie town wouid be 
complied with if the money was retained in the treasury 
and expended jater with more that might be set apart for 
the same much desired object. 

There have been several quite large expenditures in 
the highway department that will not occur again for 
several years, viz., the planking and painting of the iron 
bridge at Heald’s mill, the painting of the Lincoln street 
bridge and the shingling of the bridge at Jones’s Cross- 
ang.

BOARD OF HEALTH. 


It was decided at the beginning of the year that this 
board would discharge the duties usually performed by a 
separate board and thus relieve the town from any charge 
for this labor. The experiment has worked well, and we 
think no interests have suffered by the change. ‘The 
health of the community has been good, and no epidemic 
of contagious or other diseases haye occurred. Several 
eases of scarlet fever of a mild form have been confined 
to one section of the town, and but one case of. typhoid 
fever has been reported to us and one of diphtheria. 

Our excellent water system, so generally used, and the 
sewer system, so far as completed, together with the gen- 
eral obedience to well known sanitary requirements have 
undoubtedly contributed towards this desirable condition. 

That our sewer system should be extended there can 
only be one opinion, and if the town is to commence the 
construction of permanent roads in the near future sewers 
should be laid and house connections made before the 
roads are built. Union stieet and the flat section around 
the Boston and Maine depot would seem to be in the 
most pressing need of drainage at the present time.

In common Wk ny of our citizens we believed that 
so large a consumer of coal as this town is should be able 
_to secure its supply at a lower price than had been paid. 
We began early in the year to investigate the matter, and 
found that prices of coal are fixed by a trust or combina- 
tion and are strictly maintained, and in carload lots no 
dealer would guarantee its delivery when wanted. We 
then invited proposals from our local dealers, and secured 
our supply delivered at the town house as wanted at a 
less price than we were able to obtain elsewhere for car 
lots delivered at the depots. ~

Public Libraries are now recognized, not only as essen- 
tial to the intellectual welfare of the State,dut also as 
very important factors in the work of the public schools ; 
and more and more, teachers and scholars consult and 
make use of the books and magazines te be found in all 
the larger libraries. 
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In many schools a collection of books is considered 
a most essential part of the school furniture. 

Consulting the books in our library not only helps the 
pupils in their school work, but it a'so creates a habit of 
reading wisely and a taste for wholesome literature. 

Literary and reading clubs also find the public library 
indispensable in the preparation of papers and essays, and 
almost daily use is made of our library for such purposes. 

The reading room is well supplied with magazines and 
papers, thirty-six different periodicals being regularly 
received and during the past year the number of patrons 
of the reading room was 9,770. 

Since the removal of the library to its present quarters, 
more than 1,700 cards have been issued, showing that 
more than one half of the adult population of the town 
are regular patrons of the library. 

It has been the policy of the trustees to allow the pub- 
lic free access to the books in the stack room and 
there to read or gl ance over as many books as they 
choose. This privilege has never been abused and 
is believed to be of great benefit. To handle and look 
at books is almost a liberal education in itself. 

To those interested in the details of library work, the 
statistics, accompanying this report, will prove interest- — 
ing. 

Nearly 20,000 volumes have been taken out during — 
the year for home reading, only seventy per cent. of 
which was fiction. 

Appended to this report is a list of books added to this 
library during the year. These books have been purchas- 
el with the income derived from the bequests of

You are hereby notified to meet at the town house in said dis- 
trict on the eleventh day of March, A. D. 1897, at two o’clock in 
the afternoon, to act, upon the following subjects :

The Board of Education presents to the citizens of Milford 
this report of the public schools for the year ending February 15, 
1897. 


We entered upon the work of the year with our scholars all 
well settled in the new grading which had been made at the time of 
occupying the new high school building. All of our graded schools 
have made most excellent progress during the year. 


At the opening of the fall term we were obliged to make several 
changes in our corps of teachers on account of the resignation of 
some who had been with us some time. Much as we regretted the 
loss of the old whom we had tried and found true, still we can as- 
sure the citizens that the new have proven themselves worthy to 
take up the mantle ot the old and carry on the work appointed them 
todo. The North school has been fortunate in having Miss 
Downes for the teacher during the year. 


- After several years of faithful work in the Pine Valley school 
Miss Crosby resigned at the end of the fall term, for the sake of an 
opportunity to fit herself for some higher grade of school work. We 
regretted having to make a change in this school, but feel like 
thanking Miss Crosby for her years of labor in this district. 

Miss Holland in the Shedd school has done excellent work 
with the few scholars she has had to work with, but the Board re- 
gret very much that they are unable, as yet, to unite this small 
school with the Osgood school and in this way gain some advanta- 
ges for both. 


The Osgood school has done good work in the hands of Miss 
Reed and Miss Bradley throughout the year. 

The Federal Hill school house being burned on Monday morn- 
ing following Thanksgiving, the Board were obliged to fit up a room 
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in the house of Mr. Hutchins, aiid in thése quarters, such as they 
are, Miss Paul has been called upon to do ber work as best she could, 
and great credit is due her for the manner she has done the work 
in the midst of trial and inconvenience of every kind. 


The town will be obliged to erect a new building in this dis- 
trict at a cost of about $1000. We regret this very much, as the 
Board will be obliged to call upon the town to appropriate more 
money than during former years for the support of our schools. 


Our schools are as good as any in the state and to maintain 
this standard requires liberality on the part of our citizens, which 
we are sure they will show i the present and future as they have 
always shown in the past.

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General Remarks. 


As will be seen from the above, we have pumped a large 
amount of water the past year, averageing 107,000 gallons per day, 
and if the increase is kept up a larger supply must be provided for. 
As will be seen from the above, we pumped more water in December 
than during the hot, dry months of summer, and 50 per cent more 
than the average amount for September, October and November. 
This should not be so, and shows conclusively that a large amount 
of water is wasted by water takers allowing their faucets to remain 
open in cold weather to prevent their pipes from freezing. Water 
takers have been repeatedly warned in regard to this violation of 
the rules and regulations. Nearly all of the former reports of the 
Water Commissioners have brought this subject to the notice of 
the wate» takers, besides numerous notices through the newspapers 
and the mails We believe that the only efféctive method of per- 
manently suppressing waste of water is by the use ot meters, and 
that the saving made in pumping our water will, under a meter 
system, be more than suflicient to pay the interest on the invest- 
ment of the meters. Either we must increase our supply of water, 
or decrease the waste, and we.are of the opinion that if the waste 
can be prevented that the present supply is sufficient for several 
years to come, 


We are thoroughly convinced that the meter system is the only 
equitable method of furnishing water, and that the placing of 
meters or all our services will eftect a saving of at least 332 per 
cent. in amount of water pumped. No* only would greater care be 
taken to keep fixtures in repair, but faucets would not be left open 
in winter to prevent pipes from treezing, and in summer to get cool 
water for drinking. By this use it will enable the department to 
collect for all the water that is used or wasted, and by comparison 
of the meter readings with the amount of water pumped, defects 
in the mains, if any, can be traced and the leak repaired. If we 
had received pay for all the water we have pumped the past year, 
our income at the present meter rates would have been over $11,- 
000.00, exclusive of the hydrant rental. 


From our financial report it will be seen that the past year has 
been a very successful one. Not only have all expenses of main- 
tenance of the plant been met, but the interest (#3,000) on the 
bonded debt has been paid, and a balance of $1,300 is still in the 
treasury. 
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Nothing in the way of improvements have been attempted the 
past year, and only such repairs as have been necessary have been 
made. «

TRUSTEES OF CEMETERIES.

At the last annual meeting of the town it was voted to place the 
eare of all of the cemeteries of the town in charge of the Riverside 
Cemetery Committee, fo be designated as Trustees of Cemeteries. 

Your Trustees have made a beginning in the improvement ot 
Riverside, and the same policy continued will in a few years make 
that portion now opened for the sale of lots compare favorably with 
like grounds in other places. The main avenues have been regrad. 
ed, the stumps and bushes removed and grass mowed. Most of the 
lots sold have been graded and improved and several monuments 
been erected. As there are practically no more lots for sale in thes 
Old, South or West yards, the demand for lots in Riverside will in- 
crease. Through the liberality of the Hon. Albert E. Pillsbury, a 
substantial fence has been erected on each side of the street from 
Nashua street to the entrance of the cemetery, which, with the 
widening and placing of an iron railing on the north side of Nashua 
street by the town, makes the approach to the cemetery very at- 
tractive. — 

_As your Trustees had no money at their disposal, there has been 
no work done in the Old and South yards excepting on those lot 
having permanent eare. In the West yard, besides the care of the 
trust fund lots, the whole yard has been mowed, which, with the 
general care of most of the lots by the owners, has given that yard 
a neat and tidy appearance throughout the season. There are many 
headstones that need righting up, and your Trustees will be pleased 
to attend to the work by the payment of the actual cost of the labor 
on each by the owners of the lots. The expense is but a trifle, and 
it is hoped that all owners of lots will either attend to it them- 
selves or authorize the Trustees to do it, thereby greatly improving 
the looks of the grounds as well as showing a proper respect for the 
dead. 

The entire fence around the West yard will have to be rebuilt 
the coming season, and is so dilapidated that it cannot be repaired, 
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in several places being entirely rotted away, leaving the yard un- 
protected from ,stray cattle. Provision for building should be 
made in the appropyiations for the year. 

The receipts from the sale of lots at Riverside the past year 
were $120 and the expenditures were $106.45. Received for sale of 
lots in the West yard $10. Expended for the care of the trust fund 
lots and the mowing of the West yard $30.27. There is a balance 
of interest on the trust funds in the hands of the Town Treasurer 
of $23.23.
